THE - HIGH-RANKING general of the 
U. S. Counter-intelligence Corps 
looked slowly around at the solemn as- 
semblage of top defense officials gathered 
in the Pentagon, and then began reading 
from the document in front of him: 

"In the name of the President of the 
United States, I hereby award the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal to Secret Agent 
L-74 of the Counter-intelligence Corps, 
for. heroic service to his country. In June, 
1951. Agent L-74 was instructed to pro- 
ceed to the Yucatan jungles in Central 
American, on the basis of information that 
a group of fanatical, die-hard Nazi scien- 
tists and airmen had established a secret 
ait base and research center there. Dozens 
of air surveys had failed to disclose the 
existence of such a base, but after weeks 
of unceasing toil and peril, Agent L-74 
discovered the ingeniously camouflaged 
Nazi hideaway. 

"In the dead of night, Agent L-74 stole 
into the camp and overheard a conversation 
which revealed thai the Nazis had been 
supplied with equipment mid materials by 
Communis) agents who were working hand 
in hand with them. Together, the con- 
spirators had developed a radical new jet 
plane that was capable of flying at speeds 
above 1,000 miles per hour. The Nazi sci- 
entists merely wished revenge for the de- 
feat of their dictatorship, but the Com- 
munists wished to test the plane at no 
risk to themselves. Therefore, the Com- 
munists acceded to the Nazi request that 
an atom-bomb be smuggled into the Yucatan 
camp by Red agents---and the Nazis were 
to attempt to atom-bomb New Orleans, 
barely 600 miles, or half an hour a- 
way. 

"If the bombing were successful, the 
Nazis would have their revenge— and the 
Communists would, at no risk to them- 
selves, have the secret of a mighty new 
aerial weapon whose speed would make it 
invulnerable. The scientists were certain 



that the plane was perfect, foolproof— but 
none of them were sure that the human body 
could withstand such enormous speeds. 
If the mission were successful, the Com- 
munists would go ahead and mass produce 
the plane — but if it failed, they would know 
tbat such speeds were impossible for hu- 
mans, and they would abandon all plans 
for such supersonic planes. 

"Having learned that the flight would 
be made the next morning, Agent L-74 
knew that merely sabotaging rhe plane on 
the ground would not be enough— for al- 
though such an act would temporarily pre- 
vent the bombing, it would not deter the 
conspirators from trying again. Therefore, 
he knew he would have to destroy the plane 
or the pilot in flight, thereby leading the 
Communists to believe that no man could 
survive such speeds. 

"With great daring and complete disre- 
gard of his own safety. Agent L-74 then 
made his way to the guarded, camouflaged 
hangar— and succeeded in disconnecting 
the plane's small but ingenious refrigera- 
tion Unit, which compressed hot air from 
the engine and then let it expand until it 
cooled below the freezing point. Without 
such a cooling mechanism, the temperature 
of a plane traveling at 1,000 miles an hour 
would rise to over 300 degrees Fahren- 
heit—or enough to broil the pilot alive. 

"At dawn the next morning, the plane 
took off— but it never reached New Orleans. 
Secret Communist freighters plying in the 
Gulf of Mexico reported a mushrooming a- 
tomic explosion in the Gulf— and the Com- 
munist high command reluctantly concluded 
that thete was no sense in spending time 
and material on any such supersonic planes, 
for it was obvious that humans could not 
withstand speeds of 1,000 miles an hour. 

"As for the Nazis, Agent L-74's radio 
reports brought down the Mexican Army and 
the United States Navy and Air Corps — 
and resulted in the complete capture of 
all the conspirators, as well as the plans 
for the new plane!"
